FIBST FLOOB 


The west end is occupied by Wells 
Fargo's office, and n nice commodious 
one it is too; next comes the ticket 
offices of the C. P. and V. & T. K. B. 
Back of this is the Western Union tele- 
;raph room with an opening into this 
and the waiting room next adjoining. 
A small stairway leading to the second 
loor is in the waiting room for the con- 
venience of guests. Then comes the bar 
room, washstand and closets.

The building is 170x32 feet, with tho 


C. P. track on the north side and the

busy painting, cleaning, arranging and 
doing the thousand and one things nec- 
essary. 


The 
building has 
been painted 


throughout a light drab, with dark trim- 
mings. 


The house is the finest on the line of

He has provid- 
ed 100 feet of 2-mch hose for each story. 
This will be kept along side the water 
pipe, so that it can be attached instant- 
ly and command the entire floor upon 
which the fire may start.
